Professor Wagstaff, whose very name 


suggests a pleasing first oonsmship to 
Shakespeare, has lately been amusing 
himself and his audlenoe at Greiham 
college by speculations as to what might 
have happened if the father of onr hu- 
man race had given up delving and 
taken to figures. Let ns suppose that 
Adam bad set himself to conut a mil- 
lion million, or, in figures, 1,000,000,- 
000,000. We will imagine that he could 
count three in n.second, wbiob, though 
not exactly rapid ciphering, will be 
fonnd ample, if taken contiguously. 
Now, if 6,000 years have elapsed since 
the gracious amenities of Eden formed 
the cradle of humanity, Adam would 
have been working for 189,1516,000,000 
seconds and have reached a total of 
667,648,000,000 figures. In other words, 
his task of. counting a million million 
would still have1 been unaccomplished 
by over four hundred thousand millions 
digits.

So, after 
all, perhaps if Adam bad been reason- 
ably industrious, be wonld have bad 
time to accomplish bis task, unless his 
brain bad given way under the strain. 
Most of ns bave such vague ideas as to 
the meaning of large figures that it is 
as well to be reminded by so happy an 
illustration how many units go to the 
making of a million. The only other 
conceivable fashion in which such in- 
struction could be acquired is to become 
a South African "boss" of mines and 
diamonds, and that process, much ns 
we may desire it, is, fortunately or un- 
fortunately, not open to the majority of 
UB.—London Telegraph.

Another form of beacon for marlnen 


of smaller ditneueioae, but hardly lem 
important, is the illomioated buoy. 
These floating lamp holders, placed ill 
an estuary where the available channel 
ia often only a narrow one, bounded by 
mad or sand bankaonly a few feet below 
the surface of the water, are invaluable 
to shipping, Hitherto the illnminant 
chiefly employed baa been compressed 
gas, necessitating a high pressure leaer- 
Tolr and compressing machinery. 


Mr. Wigbflffl, whose name has long 


been known in connection with light- 
honse apparatus, has introdnced n min- 
eral oil lamp which can be fitted to 
any existing bnoy and will bam for a 
long period at very small cost. The 
maintenance of one form of lamp cur- 
bo kept up at a cost of one penny for 34 
boars, nud as no compressing machinery 
is required this ia the only expense 
plus tbe original cost of the lamp. The 
approach to port — such as that of Liv- 
erpool, for instance, where a ship bai 
to ent;er through a long avenue of bnoy* 
— oonld by this invention be almost an 
well lighted as a city etreet— Cham- 
bers' Journal.
